These drawings are approved by the 
examiner of record. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3 . Claims 1 7-32 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The Examiner's most pertinent art found was U.S. Patent 6,278,517, that discloses a 
device for visually inspecting the surface condition of a large-dimension surfaces, which is 
similar to the claimed invention but fails to disclose or make obvious the limitations listed below. 

Regarding claim 1 7, the prior art fails to disclose or make obvious a system illuminating 
device irradiates a surface to be inspected at flat angles having the angle between the normal line 
of an inspected surface element on the surface and the connecting line between the inspected 
surface element and a point on one of the elongated luminous surfaces is greater than 
approximately 60 degrees. The prior art further failed to disclose the light distribution of the 
respective elongated luminous surfaces is tightly concentrated in planes, which lie transversely 
with respect to the longitudinal direction of the respective surface, with an aperture angle, which 
is smaller than 1 5 degrees, and in combination with the other recited limitations of claim 17. 
Claims 18-32 are allowed by the virtue of dependency on the allowed claim 1 7.
